Port Arthur, Tex., Oct. 12.—[Special.}—

FOLK SAYS CITY IS ON TRIAL 


Praises Wayman and Steward 
and Asserts Nation Watches. 


ASKS ALL TO STAMP ON VICE. 


Points to St. Louis Precedent in En- 
couraging Chicago Upheaval. 


Joseph W. Folk, who became governor of 
Missouri by virtue of having battled graft in 
St. Louls—and successfully—affirmed strong- 
ly last night that Chicago will lose nothing 
because of the Wayman investigation of the « 
Chicago police department. 

In an interview given to Tue Sianewn at 
the Congress hotel] the one time circuit at- 
torney of St. Loui# declared strongly that 
the nation is deeply interested in the progress 
of the Chicago investigation. 

“I have been all over the country tn the 
last two months,” said Mr. Folk. ‘“‘ Chicago 
is on trial.”’ 


Sees Great Chicago Upheaval. 

Mr. Folk said he had kept closely in touch 
with the McCann case through the newspa- 
pers and that from what he knew of the in- 
side of the St. Louls police department and 
of conditions in cities as large as St. Louis, 
he believed that Chicago is on the verge of a 
tremepdous moral upheaval. 

The former Missouri governor, who is 
much in the western Democratic eye in con- 
nection with the next presidential election, 
in stating his views of the Chicago investi- 
gation, said: 

“I have watched your police graft dis- 
closures with much interest. It is.the same 
old story of conditions that have existed in 
every large city. The opportunity for graft 
will produce graft. 

‘When gambling houses are allowed to 
run and saloons are permitted to operate 
when the law says they should be closed— 
when panel houses and dens of infamy are 
permitted to exist-it is inevitable that some 
one in authority will exact tribute for per- 
mitting those things to be. 

“If the saloons are desired to be opened 
on Sunday and other days you now prohibit 
them to be open by law, it would be better to 
permit them to run under the law and not 
against the law. 


Sunday Saloon an Evil. 
Personally, I believe the Sunday saloon 
an evil and ought not to be allowed; but the 
pernicious results of permitting the saloons 
to be open on Sunday are accentuated when 
the state law demands that they be closed 
om that day. 

If there were no law against it the evils 
resulting from gambling and open saloons 
would be only those flowing directly from 
those things. But when there is a law that 
is violated when these things operate, graft 
always follows in the wake of the privilege 
of lawlessness accorded to theese interests, 

In fact, open gambling and lawless sa- 
loons in any city are as certain signs of graft 
as is a boil.a sign of diseased conditions in 
the human blood, 

best to stop grafts to take away 


the incentive of graft by enforcing the law, 


or, if the people do not want that’ done, by 
repeal of that law and legahzing those things 
out of which graft flows. 


Cites St. Louis Precedent. 

‘The same condition which is being devel- 
oped in Chicago was found in St. Louls when 
the police department was investigated three 
years ago. It was found there, as here, that 
the police were getting a rakeoff from the 
saloons, gambling and panei houses which 
were permitted to exist. 

“Through this investigation and the expos- 
ures resulting therefrom, police officers com- 
mitted suicide, but the department was 
purified. : 

‘No city can be hurt by the enforcement of 
law or by exposing corruption. It is well 
enough for the city to exploit its civic virtues, 
put it should not be forgotten that the highest 
civic virtue is overthrown by civic depravity. 
“Your city will be better by reason of the 
exposures of graft, and if the investigation is 
carried through, sincerely, as I have no doubt 
it will be, your police department will be 
placed upon a higher plane of public service.” 


LYOSTON BARRED AS SPEAKER 
AT MEDICAL MEET IN ST.LOUIS. 


Chicago Doctor’s Paper Put Off Program 
Because He Intended Attack on Ree- 
ord of Dr. George H. Simmons. 


St. Louis. Mo., Oct. 12.—[Special.]—The ex- 
ecutive committee of the Mississippi Valley 
Medical association today prohibited Dr. G. 
Frank Lydston, professor of surgery of the 
University of Illinois at Chicago, from read- 
ing a paper before the association entitled 
‘The Russianizing of the American Medical 
Profession.’”’ 

This action was taken because Dr. Lyde- 
ton’s paper was a personal attack upon the 
medical record of Dr. George H. Simmons, 
secretary of the American Medical associa- 
tion, which Dr. Lydston declared is a trust. 

The decision of the executive committee 
followed the action of the program committee 
in deferring Dr. Lydston’s paper unti) Thurs- 
day, the last day of the session. Its regular 
place, the author says, was the second day 
He believe’ the program committee deferred 
it until the last day in the hope of avoiding 
the necessity of refusing to let him read the 
document. 

“ They dare not throw me out of the Amer- 
ican Medical association,’” Dr. Lydston stated 
hotly when asked how the aswociation re- 
garded his attack upon Dr. Simmons. ‘I 
have spent thousands of dollars getting the 
facts concerning Dr. Simmons and have had 
many pamphlets printed in this controversy. 
I have not done yet.” 


“GIVE POLICE BLOODHOUNDS,” 
ADVICE OF JUDGE CLELAND. 


Jurist Tells River Forest Women That 
Chicago Force Should Be Equipped 
to Stop Increase in Crime. 


“ Chicago's police force costs {it $6.000.000 
annually, and it is fighting a losing fight 
with crime,”’ said Judge McKenzie Cleland 
in an address on “ Why Oak Park Needs 
Bloodhotnads " before the River Forest Wom- 
an’s club last evening. “ Statistics show 
that crime in Chicago is on the increase, and 
if giving a policeffan a bloodhound will ald 
him in his work, why let him have it,”’ said 
the judge. ‘‘One of the main reasons for 
this increase is due to the fact that a large 
majority of an officer's time, if he makes an 
arrest, Is given up to the work of serving 
warrants and appearing in court against the 
defendant, whose case often is of a minor 
character. Perhaps the dogs could be traified 
to serve the warrants in the unimportant 
character. It’s dog’s work, anyhow.”’

Washington, D. C., Oct. 12.—[Special.]— 
Following close upon his enforced resigna- 
tion from the post as Chinese minister today, 
Charles R. Crane of Chic#go launched a 
campaign for a vindication of the charges of 
indiscretion brought against him by Secre- 
tary of State Knox. 

In a lengthy formal statement which he 
gave out this evening ‘the ex-minister 
charges Secretary Knox with misrepresenta- 
tioni and with fomenting the trouble which 
resulted in the crisis. 

Mr. Crane asserts that if he was indiscreet 
in his public speeches and in discussions of 
the far eastern questions with newspaper 
correspondents it was as a result of his en- 
deavor to carry out the wishes of President 
Taft. The president, he says, urged him to 
talk often in public and to talk frankly, 
with the purpose of arouging the American 
people “to a keen interest in the Pacific sit- 
uation.” 

“ Let them have; it, red hot,” was the way 
the president put it. according to Mr. Crane.

Mr. Crane complains” that he was ignored 
by the state department and treated With 
scant courtesy. Summing up the entire in- 
cident he declares that his conduct ‘* fur- 
nishes no sufficient excuse for the sensation- 
al and inconsiderate action of the secretary 
of state.’’ 

Mr. Crane, in the course of several filings 
at the secretary, says that he supposed the 
president wanted him to disctiss “ realities 
and not platitudes.” Although admitting 
that he discussed the Chinese-Japanese- 
Manchurian agreement with a western news- 
paper man, he asserts that nothing became 
public thereby that was not already known. 

In one way or another, the dismissed mig- 
ister insinuates, Secretary Knox has been 
against him almost from the start. — 


Says Conferences Were Refused. 

He dwells on the complaint that he had no 
conferences with the state department, was 
not furnished with credentials or letters, and 
suffered a complete change of his plans for 
proceeding to Peking through Europe, which, 
he says, were approved by the president. 

The first move of the day in the diplomatic 
war was made by Secretary Knox, who, in 
the morning, dispatched to Mr. Crane a brief 
note informing him that his resignation 
would be accepted. 

This was a surprise to the minister, who 
still was fighting for his job, having just 
wired to President Taft a complaint against 
the manner in which he was being treated by 
the state department and asking for advice, 
Before he could get a reply from the presi- 
dent, Mr. Crane received notice of his dis- 
missal. 

Knox Reviews the Trouble. 

At the same time Secretar) Knox made 
public a formal statement reviewing the 
causes of the official displeasure that Mr. 
Crane had brought down upon himself. Mr. 
Knox, in this statement, told how Mr. Crane 
had learned from a clerk in the state depart- 
ment that the recently executed Chino-Jap- 
anese convention was being studied in order 
to determine whether the open door agree- 
ment was being violated. 

Mr. Crane, the secretary charged, 
thie intelligence to a western newspaper, the 
Chicago Record-Heraid, and the publication 
aroused unfriendly comment in Japan. 

The secretary thereupon ordered Mr. Crane 
back to Washington to explain his conduct. 
Mr. Crane confessed himself guilty of in- 
discretién, Mf. Knox said, and the secretary 
decided to accept his resignation. 


Crane Begins Counter Action. 

Thig statement no sooner had been made 
public than Mr. Crane began counter op- 
erations. Retiring to his hotel, together 
with Attorney Walter L. Fisher of Chicago 
and his secretary and stenographer, the 
dismissed minister began preparing 4 state- 
ment of his side of the case. 

Attorney Fisher, who has been the Chi- 
cago manufacturer's friend and adviser for 
many years, took charge of the work, shap- 
ing Mr. Crane's utterances for publication.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 26.—Washington 
is preparing to take the most important ac- 
tion looking to the security of the * open 
door ” in China that has been called for since 
the Hay agreement ten years ago. [If fuil 
information confirms reports recently re- 
ceived from Tokio and Peking, the action will 
take the form of a protest, based on the 
Antung-Mukden railroad controversy be- 
tween Japan and China, which recently ex- 
cited the diplomatic world. 

According to reports regarding the Japa- 
nese-Chinese agreement respecting the re- 
construction of the Anturag-Mukden road, 
which have reached diplomatic circles here, 
Japan has obtained controP of extensive 
mining concessions in south Manchuria— 
not for ‘a limited but for an indeterminate 
period. This is to be regarded as a distinct 
menace.to the open door, according to the 
exposition of that policy as given by the 
Jate Secretary Hay after the various powers 
with spheres of influence in China assented 
to the agreement embodied in the notes 
exchanged in 1899. 

The state department, it is understood, 

has awaited full, details of the agreement 
}] between Japan and China relative to the An- 
tung-Mukden railroad and allied affairs of 
negotiation before taking any stand in the 
matter. During the last few weeks our rep- 
resentatives in the far east have obtained 
piecemeal information as to this agreement, 
and an exposition of the whole thing is ex- 
pected within a few days. The information 
at hand has warranted preliminary arrange- 
ments for a protest. 

It will be remembered that at the time 
Japan announced its intention of proveeding 
with the reconstruction of the Antung-Muk- 
den, China sought the intervention of the 
United States. England tentatively gave 
support to Japan’s contention in the matter, 
but the United States showed a disposition 
to keep hands off. Finally, as reported by 
cable, China reluctantly gave in to Japan, 
but it was indicated that it had been forced 
to accede by reason of the lack of moral 
support, especially on the part of this gov- 
ernment. The recall of Minister Wu, which 
had been rumored several] times and which 
became a fact not long following the Antung- 
Mukden contretemps, has been attributed in 
some quarters to his failure to interest this 
government properly in the situation. 

Latterly the Chinese minister, who soon is 
to be relieved of his duty at Washington 
and to return to his own country, has been 
active around the state department. It is 
surmised that he has had in hand affairs re- 
lating to the Japanese-Chinese situation, but 
details are lacking for the present. There 
is another important feature of the matter, 
however, about which it is possible to give 
more accurate information. 

I have learned that during the latter weeks 
of the Roosevelt administration notes were 
exchanged between Secretary of State Root 
and Baron Takahira, the Japanese ambassa- 
dor, wherein it was agreed that Japan would 
take no action which on ita face menaced 
the open door without consulting the Ameri- 
can state department. It was not a formal 
note in the sense of an exchange between 
governments binding the parties as solemnly 
as a treaty or similar convention, but was 
what the French call an entente. And go, 
though informal in a large measure, it is

Capital Interested in Matter. 

Official Washington has been agog for days 
with discussion of the Crane incident, which; 
Pin many ways, is without precedent. The 

only previous incident of similar character 
was the recall of the nomination of Charies 
Page Bryan of Illinois for the post of Chinese 
minister. President McKinley fn 1697 sent 
the name of Mr. Bryan to the senate for his 
nomination, but objection was raised imme- 
diately by several senators on the score that 
the position was far tg important for a man 
of Mr. Bryan’s inexperience. The president 
then was induced to recall the.nomination, 
and Mr. Bryan, who. had just entered the 
diplomatic service, was assigned to Brazil, 
whence he was transferred to Portugal. He 
now is awaiting a probable transfer to The 
Hague. 

With the passing of Mr. Crane from the 
field of diplomatic events, the officials here 
already are speculating upon the probable 
selection*of a minister to. Peking. About 
the only person heard mentioned as a strong 
possibility is Henry P> Fletcher of. Pennsyl- 
vania, who now is secretary of the Amer- 
ican legation at Peking. .Sjnce the departure 
of Minister Rockhill he has been acting as 
chargé d’affaires. 

The gossip around. the state department 
is that no further attempt will be made to 
experiment with amateurs in diplomacy. 

Crane Defended by Noyes. 

Frank B. Noyes, publisher of the Chicago 
Record-Herald, was in Washington, spent

Freighter Aground Off Lake 
Bluff Gives Distress Signals. 


CRAFT SEEN ; NAME UNKNOWN 


Wireless Message Results in the Saving 
of Another Vessel. 


With signais of distress burning a vessel, 
believed to be a freight steamer, ran aground 
early last evening near Lake Bluff and 
passed the night ina perilous position on a 
sand bar.a mile and # half off shore.

Twenty thousand Chicago Italians braved 
the cold wind, and in an imposing parade 
took part in the first celebration of Columbus 
day as a legal holiday. The procession, two 
miles in length, formed in Haymarket square, 
and, headed by a platoon of mounted police, 
moved, amid the music of scores of bands 
and the fluttering of many banners along 
Desplaines street, Washington boulevard. 
Loomis street, Jackson boulevard, and Mich- 
igan avenue to Sixteenth strebt, and thence 
countermarched north to Randolph. 

There were 137 societies represented, Be- 
fore each group marched standard bearers, 
carrying the American and Italian flags end 
the ensign of the society. Near the front of 
the van were placed companies of the Roya! 
Carabinieri and the Bersigjieri di Savoia, two 
of the military organizations. 

Decorated automobiles carried smiling 
wives and daughters of prominent Italians, 
most of them members of auxiliary societies. 


Review of the Parade. 

In the other cars drawn up in Michigan 
avenue at the foot of Madison street, re- 
viewing the parade, were the committees on 
arrangements and special guests. Among 
the latter Charles W. Vail, représenting the 
governor; George A. Mason of the corpora- 
tion counsel’s office, President William Busse 
of the county board, Judge Theodore Bren- 
tano, Joseph F. Haas, pernard J. Mullaney, 
Sheriff Strassheim, Senator Glackin, Wiil- 
jam M, Schreider, and Inspector Revere. 

Leaders in organizing the celebration were 
Urbano Urbano, president of the Commit- 
tee; Michael Aversa, secretary; Olinto Mari- 
otti, vice president; Felippo Viteliano, grand 
marshal; Charles Raggio, John Raggio, J.B.

The parade was divided into ten sections. 
In each of these was an elaborate float, repre- 
senting some particular phaee of the discov- 
ery of America; or, as did some, an incident in 
the life of prominent Italians in AMerica. 

A picnic had been scheduled for the after- 
noon at Brand's park, but the bad weather 
made an open air event out of the question, 
and this feature of the celebration was post- 
poned. The picnic will be held at the Coli- 
seum on some date not yet selected. 


Children See the Caravels. 

Some 250 schoo! children went over to Jack- 
son park and personally discovered that plot 
of ground exactly after the manner in which 
Columbus discovered this continent—“ in the 
face of a biting wind,’’ “‘ after many hard- 
ships by land and sea,”’ and exactly accord- 
ing to all of the other descriptive phrases of 
the war correspondents who have ever de- 
picted such events.

It was voiced. by one of the rugged little 
participants, and it was that ‘‘ We really did 
help Columbus discover America.” ©

Judge Grosseup Deprecates 
the Laws Forbidding Spir- 
itual Instruction. 


FAVOR SHOWN TO SCIENCE - 


Says Power of State Is Thrown 
Against the Most Exacting 
Fact in Life. 


Judge Peter S. Grosscup in an address last 
night in Orchestra bal} at the Knights of 
Columbus celebration of Columbus day dep- 
recated the laws which prohibit teaching of 
religion in the public echools. 

“The only blot om the American public 

Schools,” he said, .** is the exclusion of spir- 
ituality as one of the great facts of the world. 
The law admits Darwin, admits scientists of 
every day, and admits all facts except the 
supreme fact that religion is the fundamenta? 
influence in all movements of mankin@. 

“ The schools teach the lifeof Lincoln, of 
Waehington, of the great American charac- 
ters, but are forbidden to teach of Jesus 
Christ or the bible. 

“ The purpose of this, I suppose, is toavoid 
factional ill feeling and strife arsong the 
various sects. The position is not a neutral 
one but an avoidance of a supreme subject. . 

‘If different geographers disagreed on the 
character of the earth’s surface should geog- - 
raphy be barred from the schools?” 


Unable to Prescribe Remedy. 
Judge‘ Grosscup declared he did not know 
any immediate cure for the condition he criti- 
cised, but added: 
“As long as America turns its back upon 
religion and the existence of God—the perfect 
message given by Jesus Christ—it is exclud- 


ing the most powerful! influence for good, both 


spiritual and civil, that the world has at its 
command. 

“If the day of religious education is post- 
poned in thé public echools, it is postponed 
forever unless the pupil has the advantage of 
other means of instruction. It is throwing 
the power of the state against the most exalt- 
ing fact in life.’ 

He pointed te the hand of Providence in the 
history of the world. Beginning with the 
ancient history of Rome and Greece, he de- 
scribed the succeeding events, each having its 
effect upon later epochs until the invention of 
printing pointed the end of the old days of 
universal ignorance, with only a few of royal 
personages and nobles with a knowledge of 
reading an@ writing. 

‘With the printing press and the spread 
of education,” he declared, “* the people began 
to think agd spreac out, and at that time 
came the necessity for a new continent on 
which these thinkers could make their home, 
Immediately following this need circum- 
stances arose by which Columbus was led 
through innumerable hardships to find the 
new land.”

LABOR GARB AS CREDENTIALS; 
‘WOMEN DELEGATES PREPARE. 


Chicago’s Feminine Representatives to 


State Federation Meeting in Alarm 
Because Committee Will Investigate. 


Corseta, stockings, gloves, ekirts and other 
articles of, women’s wearing apparel béar- 
ing the “union label” were in great de- 
mand yesterday by the women’s contingent 
to the annual convention of the INinois State 
Federation of Labor, which will open a 
week's session next Tuesday, at Belleville. 

Mrs. Raymond Robins, president of the 
Women’s Trade Union league, issued a ‘‘ gen- 
eral order’’ to all women delegates to “ pro- 
vide themselves with union label garments 
before, leaving Chicago for the convention.” 
As a result, several women scurried from 
store to store in an effort to replenish their 
wardrobe with the iabor branded articles 
and in the evening some of them said it was 
the "s hardest day’s shopping ‘we ever have 
done.” — 


Committee to Investigate. 


The source of ‘‘all the trouble "’ is to be 
found in a resolution adopted by the state 
federation convention at Peoria a year ago 
providing for the. appointment of an in- 
vestigating committee at all subsequent 
conventions to examine whether the union 
label appears on the clothing worn by the 
delegates. All delegates, according to the 
resolution, will be excluded from the con- 
vention unless«every garment they wear 
bears the label. 

The convention last year also examined 
the clothing of the delegates, but the effort 
was confined chiefly tothe men. Slips were 
passed around among the women, who wrote 
down the union made garments they wore, 
and the convention took their word for it. 
This year, however, word hes gone out from 
federation. headquarters that the women 
will be subjected to as strict an examina- 
tion as the masculine portion of the con- 
vention. 

George Bradbury, union label agent. was 
kept busy all day at the federation head- 
quarters, 275 La Salle street, directing dele- 
gates how to obtain the necessary outfits of 
clothes.” Delegates from

GOMPERS DEFIES ALL COURTS. 
TO PREVENT “FREE SPEECH.” 


Labor Leader Says Justice Wright Was 
Prejudiced in the Buck Stove Case De- 
cision. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 12.—[{Speciai. }— 
Samuel Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, tonight declared that 
no man could curtail his right to free speech, 
and attacked the decision of Judge Wright 
of the Supreme court of ‘the District of 
Columbia, who sentenced Gompers to jall 
for contempt of court in having published 
the Buck Stove and Range company’s numie 
in an unfair list after being forbidden to do 
so by injunction. 

The deflance was made in the first speech 
Gompers has made in Washington since his 
return from the international labor congr<cas 
in Europe. Gompers was welcomed by thou- 
sands of workingmen and he gave his offi- 
cial support to labor’s claim that the nat!.nal 
guard is used only “to shoot down strikers 
and union men ” in forbidding the marchiug 
of any members of that body in the parade 
— was part of the welcome extended to 

m., 

Mr. Gompers hurled defiance at any power 
that would dare attempt to curtail his right 
of free speech or the freedom of the prcss. 
Referring to the jail sentence resting against 
him on @ charge of contempt of court, Mr. 
Gompers declared Justice Wright had ds- 
cided the contempt case against him be- 
cause he was prejudiced against men tnat 
work. 

“There is no man to whom I will bend the 
knee; there is no man to whom I will loox ap 
unless he possesves the attributes of honesty 
and fair dealing,” he said. 

After his reference to the comtempt pro- 
ceedings Mr. Gompers expressed his respect 
for courts in general. 

“I have confidence in their integrity,” he 
declared amid applause, “no matter what 
their decision may be. But I know that the 
justices are men, human beings, who are 
just as likely to err as any other men on 
earth. 

“I have no hesitancy in saying that not 
only did Justice Wright err but that he was 
prejudiced against the men of labor. 

“I do not want to be a hero or nearly a 
hero,"’ Gompers continued. “ I have no de- 
sire to be bombastic or defiant, but i say 
advisedly and with a knowledge of the full 
responsibility that attaches to my words that 
I believe that no imposition of a lighter sen- 
tence will alter the case one jot. Either we 


have free speech and a free press in this 


country or we have not. The imposition of a 
fine of one cent or the imposition of impris- 
onment of one hour for the utterance of con- 
scientious belief and the faith that is within 
us is @ denial of free speech and of a Pree 


Again referring 
injunction, Mr. ipers denied the right of 
any court to enjoin him in advance from ex- 
pressing his views, although after he had 
spoken he realized that he might be tried for 
what he had said.

Dr. Cook’s announcement that he had 
found the pole was printed in this country 
@ept. 2 on his arrival at Lerwick, in the Shet- 

“Jand islands. The news that Peary had at- 
tained the same goal reached this country 
four days later, Sept. 6, and the controversy 
was launched. 


SEEK TO DECIDE TROUBLE. 
The American Geographical society, the 
American Museum of Natural History, and 
the Peary Arctic club have united in asking

INTRCDUCTION BY PEARY. 

Some of my reasons for sayfng that Dr. 
Cook did not go to the north pole will be 
understood by. those who read the following 
statements of the two Eskimo boys who went 
with him, and who told me and others of 
my party where he did go. Several Eskimos 
who started with Dr. Cook from Anoratok 
in February, 1908, were at Etah when I ar- 
rived ‘there in August, 1908. They told me 
that Dr. Cook had with him, after they left, 
two Eskimo boys or young men, two sledges, 
and some twenty dogs. The boys were 
- |-took-a-shoo and Ah-pe-lah. I had known 
them from their childhood. One was about 
18 and the other about 19 years of age. 

‘On my rettirn from Cape Sheridan and at 
the first settlement I touched [Nerke, near 
Cape Chalon] in August, 1909, and nine days 
before reaching Etah, the Eskimos told me, 
in a general way, where Dr. Cook had been; 
that he had wintered in Jones sound, and that 
he had told the white men at Etah that he 
had been a long way forth, but that the boys 
who were with him, ;:I-took-@-shoo and Ah- 
pé-lah, said that this was not so. The Es- 
kimos. laughed at’ Dr. Cook’s storyy On 
reaching. Etah.I talked with the Eskimos 
there and with the two boys and asked them 
to describe Dr. Cook’s journey to members 
of my party and myself. This they did in 
the manner stated below. - R. E. Peary. 


'» STATEMENT IN DETAIL. 
SIGNED STATEMENT OF PEARY, BART- 

‘LETT, McMILLAN, BORUP, AND HEN- 

SON, IN REGARD TO TESTIMONY OF

The two Eskimo boys, I-took-a-shoo and 
Ah-pe-lah, who accompanied Dr. Cook while 
he was away from Anoratok in 1908 and 
1009, were questioned separately and in 
dependently, and were corroborated by 
Panikpah, the father, of one of them [I-took- 
a-shoo}, who was personally familiar with 
the first third and last third of their journey, 
and who said that the route for. the remain- 


ing third, &s shown by them, was 1 as described 


by his son after his réturn with Dr. Cook. 

Notes of their statements were taken by 
several of us, and no one of us has any doubt 
that they told the truth.

- Their testimony was unshaken by cross- 
examination, was corroborated by other men 
fa the tribe; and was elicited neither by 
threats nor promieés, the two boys and their 
father & of their journey and their 
experiences in the same Way that they would 
talk of any hunting trip.

The narrative of these Eskimos is ag fol- 
lows: 

They, with Dr. Cook, Francke, and nine 
other Eskimos. left -Anoratok, crossed 
Smith's Sound to Cape Sabine, slept-in Com- 
mancer Peary’s old house in Payer harbor, 
then went through Rice strait to Buchanan 
bay. After afew marches Francke and three 
Eskimos returned to Anoratok. 

Dr. Cook, with the others, then proceeced 

up Flagler bay, a branch of Buchanan bay, 
and crossed Ellesmere Land. through the 
valley pass at the head of Flagler bay, in- 
dicated by Commander Peary in 188, and 
utilized by Sverdrup in 1888, to the head of 
Sverdrup’s *‘ Bay Fiord " on the west side of 
Ellesmere Land. 

Their route then lay out through this tord, 
thence north through Sverdrup’s “ Heuerka 
sound’ and Nansen strait. 


MOST. OF ESKIMOS RETURN. 


On their way they killed musk oxen and 
bear“and made caches, arriving eventually at 
&, point. on the, west side of Nansen strait 
(shore of Axel Heiberg Land of Sverdrup), 
.south of Cape Thomas Hubbard. 

A cache was formed here and the four 
Eskimos did not go beyord this point. 
others, Koolootingwah and Inughito. went on 
one more march with Dr. Cook. and ihe two 
boys helped to build thé snow igioo; then 
returned without sleeping. 

(These two Eskimos brought back a letter 
from Dr. Cook to Francke, dated the lith of 
March. The two men rejoined the other four 
men who had been left behind, and the six’ 
returned to Anoratok, arriving on May 7. 
This information was obtained not from the 
two Eskimo boys but from the six men who 
returned and from Francke himself and was 
.known to us in the summer of 1908. when the 
Roosevelt first arrived gt Eta The infor- 
mation is inserted here as supplementary to 
the narrative of the two boys.

From here they then went southwest along the 
northwest coast of Heiberg Land to a point in- 
dicated om the map (Sverdrup’s Cape WNorth- 
west). 

From here they went west across the ice, 
which was level and covered with snow, offer. 
ing good going, to a low island which they had 
seen from the shore of Heiberg Land at Cape 
Northwest. On this island they camped for 
one sleep. 

The size and position of this island, as 
drawn by the first boy, was criticised by the 
second boy as being too’large and too far to 
the west, the second boy calling the attention 
of the first to the fact that the position of the 
island was more nearly in line with the point 
where they had left4ieiberg Land (Cape North- 


west) and the channel between Amund Ringnes 


Land and Ellef Ringnes Land. 
CHANGES FORBYDDEN BY PEARY. 


This crf{ticism and correction was accepted 
by the first boy, who started to change the 
position of the island, but was stopped, as 
Commander Peary had given instructions that 


no changes or erasures were to be made in the 


route as drawn by the Eskimos on the chart. 

From this island they could see two lands 
beyond (Sverdrup’s Elief Ringnes and Amund 
Ringnes Lands). From the island they jour- 
neyed toward the left hand one of these two 
lands (Amund Ringnes Land). pessing a smal! 
island which they did not visit. 

Arriving at the shore of Amund Ringnes 
Land, the Eskimos killed a deer as indicated 
on the chart. 

[The foregoing porticn of the statement of the 
Eskimé boys covers the period of time in which 
Dr. Cook claims to have gone. to the pole and back, 
and the entire time during which he could possibly 
have made any attempts to go to It.] 


MAKE HIS TRIP IMPOSSIBLE. 

The answers of the Eskimo boys to Céom- 
mander Peary's series of independent ques- 
tions, showing that they killed no game, made 
no caches, lost no dogs, and returned.to the 


t hand with loaded sledges, 


makes their at- 
tainment of the pole on the trip north of 
Cape Thomas Hubbard e physital and mathe- 
matical impossibility, as it would demand 
the subsistence of three men and overtwenty 
dogs during a journey of ten hundred and 
forty geogrgphical miles on less than two 
sledge loads of supplies. 

If it is suggested that perhaps Dr. Cook 
got mixed and that he reached the pole, or 
thought he did, between the time of leaving 
the northwest coast of Heiberg Land at 
Cape Northwest, and his arrival at Ringnes 
Land, where they killed the deer, we must 
then add to the date of Dr. Cook's letter of 
March 17, at or near Cape Thomas Hubbard, 
the subsequent four or five sleeps at that 
roint, and the number of days required to 
march from Cape Thomas Hubbard to Cape 
Northwest (a distance of some sixty nautical 
miles), which would advance his date of de- 
parture from the land to @ ‘east March 25. 


500 MILES IN 27 DAYS? 

We must also be prepared to accept the 
claim that Dr. Cook went from Cape North- 
west {about latitude 804° north) to the pole, 
a distance of 570 geographical! miles, in 27 
days. ee 
_ After killing the deer they then traveled 
south along the east side of Ringnes Land 
to the point indicated on the chart, where 
they killed another deer. 

They then went east across the south part 
of Cron Prince Gustav Sea to the south 
end of Helberg Land, then down through 
Norwegian bay, where they secured some 
bears, but not until after they had killed 
some of their dogs, ‘to the east side of 
Graham island; then eastward to the little 
bay marked “ Eid’s Fiord"’ on Sverdrup’s 
chart; then southwest to Hell's Gate and 
Simmon's peninsula. 

WHERE OPEN WATER LAY. 

Here for the first time during the entire 
journey, except as already noted off Cape 
Thomas H. Hubbard, they encountered open 
water. On this ‘point the boys were clear, 
emphatic, and unshakable. They spent a 
good deal of time in this region, and finally 
abandoned their dogs and one sledge, took to 
their boat, crossed Hell’a Gate to North 
Kent, up into Norfolk inlet, then back along 
the north coast of Colin Archer peninsula 
to Cape Véra, where they obtained fresh 
eider duck eggs., Here they cut the remain- 
ing sledge off, that is shortened it, as it was 
awkward to transport with the boat, and 
near here they killed a walrus. 

The statement in regard to the fresh eider 
duck eggs permits the approximate deter- 
mination of the’ date at this time as about 
the first of July. [This statement also serves, 


about midway on the south side of Jones 


sound. Here they killed some musk-oxen 
and, continuing east, killed four more at the 


place indicated on the chart, and were finally 


stopped by the pack Ice @t the mouth of 
Jones sound. From here they turned back 
to Cape Sparbo, where they wintered and 


killed many musk-oxen. 


After the sun returned in 1000 they starteg, 
pushing their sledge, across: Jones sound to 
Cape Tennyson; thence along the coast to} 
Clarence Head [passing inside of two small 
islands not shown on the chart, butdrawn on 
it by the boys}, where they killed. a bear;

But when suspicion has been aroused 
through popular clamor we have no pro- 
vision through which to meet sudden wide- 
spread demands for currency. 

“Tt is natural for us to seek the cause of 
our troubles, whether physical or financial, 
in order to prevent a recurrence of them. 
Experience is an expensive teacher and we 
cannot afford to learn expensive lessons more 
Therefore we must proceed 
carefully and intelligently in our effort to 
determine the causes which led to our recent 
business misfortunes.

Four voting machines wil bé placed on 
public exhibition for three days, beginning at 
10 o'clock this morning, at the rooms of the 
election commissioners in the Rand McNally 
building. 

These machines will be subjected to a 
thorough test by the commissioners, and they 
have already been examined by four experts, 
acting individually, whose reports are in the 
hands of the commission. 

Whether any of these machines are adopted 
by the election commissioners depends upon 
the result of the public test and the reports 
of the experts. 


ing for over a year and a half to find-a vot- 
ing machine that would correctly register the 
votes according to the Australian ballot sys- 
tem, and at the same time fulfill all the re- 
quirements under the Illinois voting law.

Shortage at Mineral Point Grows 
with Fuller Inquiry. 


{HEIRS MAY SUFFER MOST. 


Man Who Caused the Trouble Had 
Cuarge of Many Estates.

Mineral Point, Wis., Oct. 12.—[{Special.J— 
Further investigations into the affairs of the 
First National bank indicate that the short- 
age will be near $400,000. The bank today 
closed its doors and John W. Schofield has 
been appointed receiver. : 

An attempt to prevent the closing of tne 
bank by Chicago capital failed. A quartcr 
of a million dollars, shipped under guard of 
five men, did not arrive in time. 

In the meanwhile Vice President Allen, 
whose dealings in mining stocks were direct- 
ly responsible for the bank’s trouble. is re- 
ported as being in a more serious condition in 
his home. Mr. Allen for years has been a 
victim of palsy, and the shock of the dis- 
covery of his alleged financial irregularities 
aggravated the old malady. 

Worthless notes poured into the bank to- 
day, and widowe and orphans were hard hit, 
as Mr. Allen acted as administrator of many 
estates. He was a pillar of the church, a 
Sunday school superintendent, sometimes 
occupied the pulpit, and wasimplicitly trust- 
ed. The value of the securities which he has 
turned over to the bank has not been ascer-

He told how young girls are jured to their 
ruin by the agents of ‘red light” resorts, 
chiefly by false appeals td those who are 
ambitious to go on the stage. He also told 
how the victims are held imprisoned in the 
resorts after they have been procured. 


Debt System Main Evil. 

“*’The debt system,” he said, ** is the back- 
bone of the white:slave traffic. When the 
girls are caught and find out where they are 
they are forcibly detained and charged up 
witn debts for clothing and all that can be 
charged against them. They cannot get 
away. They are beaten and abused until 
their spirits are broken. 

“The resort keepers guard against their 
telling their troubles to anybody. If they 
try it they are beaten. They always are 
caught first by an agent of the house, who 
pretends to sympathize with them, and 
then discloses their plans for getting away. 
Fear of notoriety also keeps people from 
helping them to escape. 

“A question aside from that of the prose- 
cution of the traffickers is the question of 
what to do with the girls when they have 
been rescued. I advocate a home for them. 
maintained at public expense, in which they 
may be taught trades or professions in or- 
der that they may get a start and fresh en- 
couragement. 

“They cannot be turned out in the un- 
sympathetic world without a start and a 
chance. They would fall right back again. 
We must get together, rescue the victims. 
prosecute the fiends, and wipe out the evil. 
I think it can be done.”’

There is a stand- 
ing reward of $50,000 for any one that will tap 
the spring that holds the water above the ledge in 
the bottomless pool at Deer Park, and I am going 
to make an attempt to get that reward. Ifla 
successful how happy we will be. If I die in ‘the 
attempt I will die trying.

According to 
his brother, Mark Fisher admired the place 
and was a frequent visitor there. However, 
the brother thinks the reward mentioned in 
the letter indicates that Mark was demented 
when he wrote the letter.

People Are Not Excited. 

Bank Examiner Goodhart worked over the 
bank’s books for hours tonight, practically 
completing his work, so that everything will 
be in readiness for the receiver. He was 
assisted by Cashier Hariscon, a brother-in- 
law of Vice President Allen. . 

There was no excitement in the town today. 
Mineral Point is the third oldest city in the 


State and practically all of its 3,000 inhabi- ~ 


tants are of American birth, and they meet 
Only casually in the shops, talking in sub- 
dued tones without trace of malice of the 
prospects of recovening' their deposits. Re- 
porters talking with many persons today did 
not heara harsh word spoken of the stricken 
vice president. , 

This bank was regarded as a financial 
Gibraltar. So firm was this belief that 
when reports of trouble began spreading a 
week ago, there was no run on the bank. 
Even when news of the shortage was known 
to many depositors last Friday, only $16,000 
was withdrawn. It tis said that more than 
this sum was deposited from other sources, 
It seemed past belief to a majority of de- 
positors that anything could be really wrong 


Nearly Saved by Friends. 

So certain were the directors and others 
who had interested themseives in saving the 
bank that as late as Monday afternoon they 
stated to customers and depositors of the 
bank that it looked as if everything would 
come out al! right. Relying on these state- 
ments, business men made deposits, only to 
be confronted by the notice on the bank doors 
today. 

A difference of understanding betwee 
Bank Examiner Goodhart and ose who 
were willing to try and assist the bank was 
what blocked the wheels. The Kennedy mine 
near Hazel Green, which at one time had 
been held at $400,000, and in which Mr. Allen 
and President Calvert Spensley each held 
a one-fourth interest, was sold for $250,000, 
and it was believed this money would be 
available to save the bank. 

The mine was purchased by the Jones Bros. 
The papers were made out and the money 
was at hand to make the payment. All looked 
well when an unfortunate misunderstanding 
wrecked the buoyant hopes. Mr. Goodhart 
had understood the entire purchase price was 
to go into the bank's cash, which would have 
enabled him to permit it to proceed. The un- 
derstanding on the other side was the money 
was to be put in as a means of restoring con- 
fidence and iater after matters had quieted 
down it was to be withdrawn with the excep- 
tion of Mr. Allen's one-quarter. President 
Spensley also was willing to put his share 
in, but other ewners of the mine were not, 
and on this rock they split and the bank 
doors were closed. 


Barber Once Robbed Bank. 


44 In the spring of 1900 the bank was robbed 


of about $20,000 in gold and a large amount 
in securities. The robbery was one of the 
most daring in the history of this section. 
A barber cut his way into the vault through 
the roof. The entire building was wrecked 
by the force of the explosion which opened 
the vault. A month later the barber robber 
was caught and most of the plunder recov- 
ered.

Precautions by Police.

Party Bosses Pull the Wires. 

Who are the men who pull the political 
wires of the state, wires that not only loop 
the commonwealth but stretch from Spring- 
fleld to the United States capitol at Wash 
ington? . : 

They are the men who are the recognized 
heads of the Republican organization of Ii 
nols. They are the men who are the recog- 
nized heads of the Democratic organization 
in Illinois. 

The Republican organization is badly split 
up, in part because of the selfish ambitions 
and desires of the leaders, in part because of 
the anti-Chicago sentiment which prevails 
down the state. The Democratic organiza- 
tion is In a less factional! condition than the 
RepublHcans. 

Roger Sullivan has been able to attain not 
only state but national] fame as a result of 
his contest with William Jennings Bryan. in 
which he came off victorious. Within the 
Democratic organization of.the state he has 
been able to obtain absolute contro] by driv- 
ing outside the breastworks the men whom 
he could not dominate. 


Lorimer Commands Admiration. 

I confess to a sneaking admiration for Lori- 
mer. A man who could come to this country 
as an immigrant and who could rise to the 
high position which he occupies must have 
ability and courage, whatever else he may 
lack. That riches have accompanied the 
growth of his political power is well known. 

What Lorimer is to be candemned for is his 
molelike work which.has tended to under- 
mine the strength of the state government 
and of the Republican party inthestate. He 
has shown no constructive statesmanship as 
a result of his political endeavors. He isa 
politician who has done as much to commer- 
cialize the politics of Illinois as any one I 
know. 

But political commercialism is not con- 
fined to Lorimer. To give him his due, he 
has only played the game as others have 
played it, and he has performed his part ina 
way that deserves admiration from those 
who are willing to look with favor upon 
this method of discharging civic duty. He 
has had opposed to him influential newspa- 
pers and reformers, and still he has won. 


Cullom a Menace to Lorimer. 


How many men could have been elected to 
office as a result of the combination of Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans and escape without 
a passionate outburst from the people, who in 
primaries had recommended another man 
for the place? 

But Lorimer by no means has attained the 
leadership of the state of Illinois. He is 
friendly with Speaker Cannon. He has able 
lieutenants. But he still must engage in a 
grueling battle and win if he is to arrive at 
absolute mastery. 

Seriator Shelby M. Cullom is not a back 
number by any manner of medns. His ex- 
perience in state politics and his native ability 
have given him shrewdness and confidence 
which have enabled him to gain victory after 
victory in engagements with leaders as strong 
as Lorimer. 

I believe the time is coming when Mr. 
Cullom will take an active hand in the re- 
organization of Illinois Republicans, and that 
as a result of what he will do a harmonious 


situation will develop. 


Lorimer Is in Tight Corner. 

And then Lorimer must reckon with De- 
neen. At the present time Deneen and Sen- 
ator Cullom are friends. Deneen and Lori- 
mer are at swords points. To me it looks 
as if Lorimer is in a corner and that he will 
have to make the fight of his life if he is to 
remain a strong political figure in the state. 

The Democratic situation has no points of 
resemblance to that of the Republican. 
Roger Sullivan has nothing to fear from 
Dunne, and little to fear from Carter Har- 
rison. Through his arrangement with Gov. 
Deneen, he has secured patronage recogni- 
tion. He and Lorimer have worked together 
in. the past and are willing to work together 
in the future. They have everything to gain 
by combination and nothing to lose. 

Like Lorimer, Sullivan has commercialized 
Illinois politics. He is just as strong, just 
as courageous, but he is a political opportun- 
ist. Any one who knows Sullivan realizes 
the charm of his personality while deploring 
the things for which he stands and the things 


which he does. 
State Needs Parties Wide Apart. 


What dllinojs needs and needs badly is po- 
litical parties which are absolutely divorced 
from each other. There can be no good gov- 
ernment without a real party of opposition. 
Combination leads to corruption, the per- 
petration of fraud upon the-people, and eva- 
sion of the popular will. The Republican 
party is badly in need not only of harmony 
but of reformation. The Democratic party is 
sadly in want of a constructive leader, not 
a man who merely has ability to kill off those 
who wilj not play as he desires. 

The time is ripe for a leader. The time is 
ripe for a renewal of activity by citizens and 
organizations interested in good government. 

Where is there a leader to take the helm? 
Tilinois hes many strong men, but they have 
been excluded from politics by the politicians 
or are unwilling to mix in mud because of 
the fear that they will soil their fingers. 


This is cowardice.

Chief. among the men who fied from the 
south side vice districts was Maurice Van 
Bever, owner of the resort at 2101 Armour 
avenue.

implicitly. 

“JI “did not expect to have all my orders 
carried out ina day,’’ hesaid. ‘‘ lam willing 
to allow a reasonable time for all the 
changes that are required, but summary ac- 
tion will follow if, after a reasonable time, the 
resort Keepers have not obeyed every regu- 
lation. I mean business, and I believe the 
persons affected believe it.”

Few: Violate Order. 


In a few instances the orders of the police 
were violated in the evening. At the Vesti- 
bule buffet, 10 East Twenty-second street, 
which is outside the jurisdiction of the Twéeh- 
ty-gecond street district, a dozen women 
were found accompanied only by “ profes- 
sional’ escorts. They solicited all visitiors 
to the place, and seemed to care nothfng for 
the recent orders. They said that they were 
liable to arrest if discovered there, but dp- 
peared to feel no especial fear. 

Some of the men, too, against whom the 
chief’s orders are directly launched were 
seen in this place. 

In the Capitol saloon, at the northeast cor- 
ner of Twenty-second and Dearborn streets, 
there was a clever device to get around one 
of the new regulations, which forbids any 
connection between saloons and resorts. A 
hole in the wall between the dramshop and 
the resort on the north served as a passage- 
way for drinks, and when not in use was 
concealéd by the saloon, license of the place 
fixed in a frame. The’ door between was 
nailed up. 

Only two women were seen soliciting in the 
district. They were on the sidewalk infront 
ofa resort at 2134 Dearborn avenue. : 

Resort owners refused to serve drinks after 
1 o'clock, saying that they had orders not 
to by the police and intended to obey. 


West Side Levee Desolate. 

The west side levee district was more deso- 
late than it has been in the history of the po- 
lice department. There was no open defiance 
of Chief Steward’s orders, yet in some in- 
stances there was disobedience when it was 
thought that apprehension by the policeman 
on the beat was unlikely. 

One of the few places where women &o- 
licited was 16 Green street (old number), 
where a woman accosted visitors and invited 
them to buy her a drink. 

At the northeast corner of Green and Mad- 
ison streetmthe ‘‘ Moon ”’ saloon was visited 
In the rear of the saloon is a drinking room 
for men and women. There were two women 
there without escorts. 

Vandergould’s placegat the northwest cor- 
ner of Madison and Morgan streets was al- 
most deserted. 

“The work over here has just com- 
menced,’’ said Inspector Healy when the last 
patrol wagon load had been emptied of its 
humantfreight at the station door. “ There 
will. be such a thorough cleaning up in this 
district that resort keepers will fear to take 
any chances after I get through with them.” 


TELL OF LEVEE GRAFT. 


South Side Saloon*and Resort 


-An unusual grist of rumors relating to 
jury fixing and graft emanated from the 
Criminal Court building yesterday. 

The most interesting, and the one to which 
more than ordinary credence was attached, 
was to the effect that Mr. Wayman had dis- 
covered the real power behind the jury scan- 
dal. It was intimated that the “ confee- 
sion” of a former employé revealed the 
method of operations of a corporation inter- 
ested in seeing that friendly persons were 
placed in the jury box. 

Unfriendly jurors mean the loss of thou- 
sands of dollars annually to the alleged chief 
conspirator, it was said. The day after Jury 
Commissioner John J, Holland, W. J. Ray- 
burn, and Nicholas J. Martin, private secre- 
tary to Ald. Kenna, were indicted, one of 
Mr. Wayman’s investigatdrs expressed sur- 
prise ‘“‘that only three were served with 
warrants.”’ 

The corporation referred to is said to have 
made it worth while for certain men under 
suspicion to tamper with jury lists. 

On top of this rumor came another that 
three saloon and resort keepers told Mr. 
Wayman all they knew about alleged graft 
in the south side levee. ~ 


Taxed for “Social Events.” 


The saloon and resort keepers are said 
to have given evidence tending to show under 
what conditions certain resorts were per- 
mitted to operate. They are said to have re- 
lated the frequency with which colleciions 
were made for different politico-social events 
and * benefits.” 

One of the men credited with giving Mr. 
Wayman much information operates a place 
in the heart of the south side levee. The sec- 
ond is closer to the business section, and the 
third is still farther north. The third man 
formerly, it is said, paid daily visits to at 
least two stations. This man became es- 
tranged from his old police friends, according 
to his story, about the time the indictments 
were returned against Inspector McCann. 

State's Attorney Wayman tried to enjoy 
freedom from the cares of office during the 
day, but enthusiastic supporters hunted him 
up and pestered him with questions regard- 
ing the latest rumored revelations. 


Wayman Talks on “Macbeth.”’ 

During the afternoon Mr. Wayman. ad- 
dressed the Lake View Woman's club at 
Bergen Hall, Fullerton avenue, on “* Mac 
beth,’ and many of the large audience at- 
tended in the hope that he would refer to his 
“clean-up’’ crusade, but there was no at- 
tempt to compare present day crime with that 
of times past. 

Upon leaving the hall Mr. Wayman was 
questioned regarding probable additional ar- 
rests in the jury fixing scandal, and replied: 
“TI cannot discuss that." 

Just as he was about to board a street car 
for downtown he added: 

“To discuss that matter further would be 
revealing my evidence, and that I propose to 
save for the ‘ grand’ jury.”

GOVERNMENT SUIT 
FOR LIBEL FAILS 


Federal Judge Stops Proceed- 
-_ ings Against Indianapolis 
- ' News Publishers. 


RULES ON THE CHARGES. 


Denies Removal of. Defendants to 
Washington After Analyz- 
ing Circulation. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 12.—Judge A. B. 
Anderson of the United States court of this 
district today dismissed the proceedings 
against Delavan Smith and Charles Will- 
jams, proprietors of the Indianapolis News. 
They were resisting removal to the District 
of Columbia for trial under a grand jury in- 
dictment charging them with having com- 
mitted criminal libel in publishing articles 

. alleging that there was a corrupt profit of 
$28,000,000 in the sale of the Panama canal 
to the United States. 

“That man has read the history of our 
institutions to little purpose,”’ said Judge 
Anderson in concluding his decision, ‘‘ who 
does not view with apprehension the success 
of such a proceeding as this to the end that 
citizens could be dragged from their homes 
to the District of Coluntbia, the seat of gov- 
ernment, for trial under the circumstances 
of this case. The defendants are dis- 
charged.” 

At the close of the argument in the hear- 
img of Messrs. Smith and Williams, Judge 
Anderson said that he was too busy with 
other matters to write a long opinion in the 
case, though it clearly was one of great 
public interest and importance and involved 
several complex questions of procedure in 
the United States courts. He w@ild proceed, 
he said, to sum up at once his view of the 
evidence and the argument. 


Defines Duty of Newspapers. 
“T am of the opinion,” said Judge Ander- 
@on, “ that the fact that certain persons were 
- galled ‘thieves’ and ‘swindlers’ does not 
* gonstitute libel per se. A newspaper has a 
_  ‘gertain duty to perform. As a former presi- 
| ‘dent had said: ‘ It is the duty of a newspaper 
@ ite print the news and to tell the truth about 
%.’ It is the duty of a newspaper to draw 
inferences for the people. 
“Now, there were many peculiar circum- 
_ gtances about the whole Panama canal busi- 
jmess. I do not wish to be understood as re- 
fiecting upon anybody in or out of office, ex- 
:@ept such person or persons asI may name. 
| “The revolution in Panama, the circum- 
eS ;etances concerning it, were unusual and. 
| - tpeculiar. The people were interested in the 
= jeonstruction of the canal. It was a matter 
‘of great public concern; a large portion of the 
jpeople favored the Nicaraguan royte; an- 
,other portion, those who were interested in 
‘it, officially and personally—just interested— 
‘preferred the Panama route. 


Committee Makes a Change. 

“A committee was appointed to investi- 
gate the relative merits of the two routes. 
They investigated and reported in favor of 
the Nicaragua. Shortly afterwards they 
changed to Panama.

Miller Closes for Government. 


Charles W. Miller, United States attorney 
for this district, closed the argument for the 
government In the afternoon.

Peoria, Ill, Oct. 12.—[{Special.]—The lH- 
nois state conference of charities and cor- 
rection closed its fourteenth annual meeting 
this afternoon by going on record in favor 
of the extension of the parole system, adult 
probation, the founding of an epileptic col- 
ony, approving a ten hour day for women 
factory workers, and the examination of 
public school children as to their condition 
of health. 


Text of the Resolutions. 


Sherman C. Kingsley, as chairman of the 
committee on resolutions, presented the sen- 
timents of the conference as follows: 

“ Whereas, The experience of Massachu- 
setts and other states proves the value of 
indeterminate sentence and parole law, when 
properly administered, be it 

“Resolved, That this conference urges 
the importance in this state of further pro- 
visien for carrying out the parole svstem. 
especially the providing of a larger number 
of; parole officers who should be under the 
civll service law. 

“ Resolved, further, That this conference 
recognizes adult probation as of the highest 
humanitarian and economic importance in 
dealing with. legal offenders and urges the 
adoption of an adult probation law in Illinois 
at the earliest posible moment. 

“Resolved, That\this conference approves 
the ten hour law for women in factories as a 
measure of public health, conserving the re- 
sources of the state. > 

“ Resolved, That the need of an epileptic 
colony increases with Our neglect, and further 
delay of public provision for such is a crime. 

“ The conference commends the observance 
of the last Sunday in October as prison Sun- 
day and requests the president of the con- 
ference to present the subject of such observ- 
ance to the various denominations. 

“ Resolved, That the effectiveness of public 
education must depend upon the health of 
the children, and therefore the conference 
urges the importance of loca! school inspec- 
tion and requests the state board of health 
to prepare a bulletin upon the subject for 
general circulation. 

“The conference especially wishes to ex- 
press its appreciation of the general courte- 
sies of the pressin giving extended and excel- 


lent accounts of its sessions.” 


Praise for Juvenile Court. 

Henry W. Thurston, superintendent of the 
IHinois Children’s Home and Aid society, 
addressed the conference in the afternoon on 
“The Relation of the Juvenile Court to thé

Washington, D. C., Oct. 12.—[{Special.]—Ar- 
guments were heard by the Supreme oe i 
today in the now¥amous case wherein the in- 
terstate commerce commission is endeavor- 
ing to reduce the Terminal railroad fee on 
live stock into Chicago over'vartous railroads 
which deal extensively in this traffic. This 
is the final resort of the commission to abolish 
the charge of $2 a car exacted by railroads 
on these shipments and establish a charge of 
$1 a car, which the commission contends is 
sufficient to°cover the cost of transporting 
live stock shipments over the Terminal lines 
and into the Chicago stockyards. 

The government was represented by Wade 
Ellis, assistant to the attorney general. At- 
torney 8. H. Cowan, representing the stock 
growers’ interests, also presented arguments 
in behalf of the $1 rate. 

Attorneys William B. McHugh of Omaha 
and Walker D, Hines of New York appeared 
in behalf of the rallroad organizations af- 
fected. 


Cites Former Order in Case. 

Mr. Ellis cited the long history of the case 
and the order issued by the commission subse- 
quent to the passage of the Hepburn rate 
law, aiso the interlocutory order of the Circult 
Court of the United States for the disrict of 
Minnesota on June 30, 1908, suspending the 
order o{ the commission. He contended that 
the interstate cOMmerce commission was 
possessed of power to make the order in- 
volved, in that it violated no property rights 
guaranteed by the constitution, and that it 
had been shown that the $1 terminal charge 
fixed by the commission was not unreason- 
ably low. He asserted the district court 
clearly was in error in holding that the com- 
mission had committed an error of law in con- 
sidering the terminal charge and the through 
tate together. He cited a former opinion of 
the Supreme court, when similar facts were 
examined, and it was held that the commis- 
sion, was right In a former order, when it 
reduced terminal charges because the through 
rate already embraced compensation for the 
same service. 


Appellees Say Rate Is Legal. 

The attorneys for the appellees laid much 
stress on the opinion of Circuit Judges San- 
‘born, Hook, and Adams, who issued the 
interlocutory decree withholding the com- 
mision’s order. The argument mainly was 
to the effect that the railroad companies 
had a lawful right to divide their rates and 
make a distinct charge for the transporta- 
tion of live stock from the point of ship- 
ment to their terminals in Chicago, and to 
make separate terminal charges for the serv- 
ice of delivering the live stock to the stock- 
yards. They contended that this separate 
terminal charge was just and reasonable and 
that the order of the interstate commerce 
commission reducing it to $1 was unlawful 
and should be set aside. 

The controversy has been going on for 
fifteen years. It has been the subject of five 
decisions in the lower federal! courts and one 
decision in the Supreme court.

SEEK TO MAKE MT. VERNON FREE 


Patriots Organize Anti-Fee Association 
to Open Washington’s Home 
to the Public. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 12.—With the ob-

Mining Commission Will De- 
vise Means to Conserve 
Vast Deposits of Fuel. 


AIMS TO PREVENT WASTE.

Co-operation with Government's 
Efforts to Protect Resources. 
Is Expected.

Illinois starts immediately upon a state 
policy of conserving its 240,000,000,000 tons 
of coa! deposits. The estate mining commis- 
sion appointed Monday by Gov. Deneen is 
committed to the task of taking the first big 
step in safeguarding what is one of the 
state's greatest natural resources. 

The estimate of the amount of unmined 
coal underlying IMinois soil is made by the 
United States geological survey and is in- 
tended to be a conservative figure. It shows 
that [lMnols fs the first state in the unton in 
the quantity of coal which is left. Illinois 
takes the initiative, it is believed, in. con- 
serving its own natural resources and in 
making a definite step in cotrdinating with 
the accepted federal policy of national con- 
servation, 

The commission named by Gov. Deneen is 
accepted by commercial and mining interests 
as a high grade body of men, and exceptional 
results are expected by the governor and by 
the public generally in the recommendations 
which the commission will make to the next 
regular session of the generalassembly. The 
commission {8 expected to organize immedi- 
ately and to proceed with the tnvestigation 
before snow files. 


Geological Expert a Member. 

Dr. J. A. Holmes, of the technological 
branch of the government's geological sur- 
vey. has accepted an appointment on the 
commission. He is credited with having 
made deep personal study of the I)linois coal 
fields and he brings to the commission an 
intimate knowledge of the conditions which 
confront the state. 

Other members of the commission are Prof. 
H H. Stock of the University of Dlinois, 
Prof. Graham Taylor of Chicago. John H. 
Walker of Springfield, Bernard Murphy of 
Pana, Charles Buch of Eldorado, Richard 
Newman of Peoria. Glenn W. Tracy of Chi- 
cago, and G. W. Miller of Gillespie. 

By the terms of the legislation directing 
the appointment of the commission, it is com- 
meed of three coal operators. three coal! 
miners, and three Illinois citizens who are 
not personally interested in the coal mining 
industry. 

Mén close to the governor believe he has 
named a commission which will obtain such 
a knowledge of conditfons that it will be 
able to make recommendations which will re- 
sult in legislation not necessarily revolution- 
izing the coal mining business in the state 
but will prevent a comparatively early ex- 
haustion of the state’s coal fields. 


Protection of the Miners. 

In conjunction with this phase of the inves- 
tigation the comnmiission will consider the 
precautions which are taken in the state gen- 
erally for the safeguarding of the lives of the 
miners. The inception of the legislation at 
Springfield was timed shortly after the dis- 
aster in the Leiter mine at Ziegler. A score 
of lives were sacrificed there and cursory 
investigation of general conditions existing 
over the state led the legislature to believe 
there is imperative need of strong: legislation 
which will result in the immediate better- 
ment of conditions in the mines. 

Prof. Graham Taylor said he would accept 
the place offered to him by the governor and 
that in his judgment a most important inves- 
tigation is about to begin. 

The Lilinois commission ts expected to work 
hand in hand with the national! conservation 
commission, in which President Taft is per- 
sonally and directly interested. Walter L. 
Fisher has been placed fn a conspicuous place 
in the broad national plan of conservation, 
and it is the avowed purpose to put Illinois 
immediately in the front rank of states which 
wish to stand up and be counted. The first 
meeting of the mining commission probably 
will be held some time prior to Oct. 25, when 
President Taft returns to Illinois, touching 
at East St. Louis. 

Definite plans for the. investigation will! be 
in readiness by that date, it is expected, and 
arrangements will have been made for active 
codéperation between the national and state 
commissions.

entire force of passenger agents. 

The idea of favorable relations with the 
public was emphasized by all of the speak- 
ers. President M. H. Bohreer. general pas- 
Senger agent of the Mobile and Ohio road, 
in his opening address said that here are 
some 85,000,000 people whose living depends 
on the earning power of the railroads. 

The needs of the railroads and of the 
people are mutual,’”’ he said, “and if both 
sides wil keep this constantly in view fric- 
tion and conflicts will be avoided.” 


Co-operation with Public. 


The first business session consisted princi-. 


pally of the discussion off a paper by John 
Francis, general* passenger agent of the 
Burlington, on “ Complete Co-operation Be- 
tween All Railroad Departments and Closer 
Relations with the Public,” which he urged 
as the best means of advancing the business 
of transportation. 

This was followed by a paper by E. B. 
Pope, western passenger agent of the Ches- 
apeake and Ohio, in which he said: 

“If closer relations with the public means 
the offsetting of public sentiment which has 
arisen against the railroads I can think of 
no better method than the removing of some 
of the petty rules which are now in effect, 
as those restricting the sale of tickets or the 
checking of baggage, or granting of stop- 
overs, or other ways of using judgment when 
it would harm no one and miean another 
friend for the railroad. 

“But whatever is to be done must be 
done quickly,” he declared, “for we are 
now on tiptoe looking into a period of rapid 
development of freight and passenger traffic. 
The day will soon come when the gauge of 
the railroad will be from six to eight feet, 
the cars will carry four times the present 
capacity, and the motive power everywhere 
will be electricity.’’ 

The members of the association were en- 
tertainea in the evening at a reception in 
the rooms of the Traffic club. The election 
of officers will be held today, followed by 
the annua! banquet in the La Salle hotel. 


Freight Rates Modification. 

Material modifications are likely to be 
made after conferences between the rail- 
roads and the shippers in the proposition 
which the roads have recently made to acd 
2 cents per hundred pounds to the Chicago 
freight rates on less than carload shipments 
delivered to the roads through the tunne! or 
by a switchtrack or lighter. 

The increase in rates applies only to ship- 
pers having a direct connection with the 
tunnel, a switchtrack, or, lighter ‘and the 
plan has aroused the ire of the big Chicago 
shippers. 

The declared purpose of the railroads was 
to offset the drayage expense incurred by the 
Shipper who has not a direct connection and 
it was proposed to put the plan’in effect on 
Dec. 1. 

At a meeting of the railroad traffic officials 
during the day, however, at the request of 
H. C. Barlow, traffic cirector of the C&icago 
Association of Commerce, it was agreed to 
appoint a committee of six railroad men to 
confer with a similar committee representing 
the shippers, at which the entire subject wiil 
be thrashed over before any action is taken. 

George B. French has resigned as general 
agent and foreign freight agent of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Pau! railway, with 
office at Chicago, to become president of the 
Spokane, Portland and Seattle road, the new 
line recently built jointly by the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific from Spo- 
kane to Portland, which is generally known 
as the North Bank road.

“The early months of the fiscal year cov- 
ered a period when the commercia} world was 
emerging from the recent financial depres- 
sion, the recovery to normal trade condi- 
tions was slow,” continues the statement.

other branches of commerce, by the uncer- 
tainty of the presidential election and thx 
agitation for tariff revision, the record for 
the vear isfavorable.

AROUSED BY NEGRO INVASION 


Cranford Apartment House Open 
to Colored Families. 


SEE BIG BUILDING RECORD. 


$34,000,000 Spent in Wats Last Year 
Likely to Be Exceeded. 


Real estate owners and operators in the 
district around Wabash avenue and Thirty- 
sixth street are agitated by the announce- 
ment that the Cranford, at the corner of the 
two streets named and one of the largest 
apartment houses in that vicinity, is to be 
thrown open to negro families. 

It is said that the building was placed on 
the market for colored tenants last Saturday. 
Since then twenty-five of the sixty flats have 
been rented to negro families. The white 
families in the building are securing quarters 
elsewhere as rapidly as possible, and moving 
vane are a fixture in front of the structure. 

The invasion of thig district colored 
families is not a new development, as over 
two years ago they began to drift into the 
district east of State street as far south as 
Fortieth street, but the fact that the Cran- 
ford is to be given over to them emphasizes 
the rapidity with which they are seeking 
location in this neighborhood. 

The movement extends in spots consider- 
ably east of Wabash and has been the occa- 
sion of several concerted effofts on the part 
of white land owners thereabouts to check It. 

The Cranford, which was built about the 
time of the world’s fair, is owned by W. D. 
Scott of Burlington, Ia. It occupies a front- 
age of a quarter of a block on Wabash ave- 
nue, and, together with the annex on Thirty- 
sixth street, has a frontage of half a block 
on that street. 

Colored Invasion Stirs Tenants. 

The bullding contains sixty apartmentsand 
at the time of its construction was equipped 
inthe most modern manner. There have been 
a good many vacancies for some time, owing, 
it is thought, to the drift of colored people 
into that neighborhood, and when recently 
some residences across the way on Wabash 
avenue were sold to colored people the mana- 
gers of the property are said to have recog- 
nized the inevitable and decided to throw 
Lhe big apartment open to colored people, be- 
ifeving that this was the only way to keep the 
building filled. 

Factory and flat construction continues on 
a large scale, and despite the enormous 
amount of money which went into the latter 
class of buildings last year, amounting to 
$34,000,000 and breaking al! previous records 
in this particular, the indications are that 
even higher figures will be reached during 
the present year. 

Several large buildings of the highest class 
are planned, one for the north side to cost 
over $500,000 and another on the south side 
to cost $250,000. 

Factory construction is one of the most no- 
table features in the building Meld, and of 
much interest in this connection is the an- 
nouncement that contracts will be let soon 
for the big plant of the Liquid Carbonic com- 
pany at the southwest corner of Kedgie ave- 
nue and Thirty-first street, the cost of which 
is estimated at $400,000. ° 

New Buildings Going Up. 

The main building will be of re-enforced 
conerete, four stories high, 316x80x630 feet; 
the marble shop 144x339 feet, will be one story 
high and of the same construction; the mar- 
ble mill 50x154 feet, will be similar to the 
marble shop, ané@ the wood mill, 115x156 feet, 
will be of milb construction, one story high. 
Nimmons & Fellows are the architects. 

W. H. Godair is to erect a mill constructed 
brick factory building on La Salle street be- 
tween Sixty-first and Sixty-second streets. It 
will be 568x150 feet and 50x106, and the boiler 
house 34x36 feet. It will cost $65,000, and 
will be leased to the Cassidy Fairbanks com- 
pany, who manufacture heavy hardware 
specialties. 

H. 8. Bracket will build eight flat bulid- 
ings at 4700 to 4722 West End avenue, to 
*ost $80,000, while J. C. Brompton ie pre- 
paring plans for @ three story building to 
be erected at Sixty-fifth street and Cham- 
plain avenue, to cost $60,000.

Thursday—And sleep we did, in spite of the 
gyoracious fleas taking toll, and 1 suffered 
from their stings for the second time in my 
life, the other time having been in Oliantay- 
tambo, back in the interior from Cuzco. Wwe 
are astir before the dawi, the horses eating 
their rice under the broad eaves of the house 
ang our boy getting breakfast around the 
corner of the house under the eaves. Boys 
and girls beg for beads, and our Bontoc 
cargedores shiver around a fire under an 
open shad nearby, clad in their big, thin biue 
bordered white blankets. Affairs move slow- 
ly, and it approaches 7 o’clock when we 


again hit the trail. 


Our way continues up the gorge of the 
gtream, passing the edge of the village with 
its. thickly set houses, standing in the midst 
of terraces and camote beds, though the 
village itself is much smaller and much less 


impressive than Bontoc, and the houses, 


while of smal size, are not Square, as in 


Bontoo, but slightly longer than broad. 


Women and girls, laughing, plead for beads. 

For a short space our way is along a nar- 
row path overhanging the river, now furious 
in its rage from the recent rains, lashing 
itself in wild frenzy over the great boulders 
which hinder its course. Over it we go on a 
narrow, frail bridge and continue wending 
upward, now looking down on camote figures 
in the rice terraces, of even greater spec- 


tacular beauty than those of yesterday, one 


perfectly enormous spiral being especiaily 
fine. Then we pass along the upper edge 


of the hillside clinging village of Ambayoan, 
famous for its fine basketry of spit rattan, 


specimens of which boys offer us as we pass 


by in a steady downpour of rain. 


Bagio a Terrible Storm. 

A few paces beyond the village and we 
leave the river gorge. We begin the ascent 
of Polis mountain, whose summit is the 


highest point we shall reach if our journey 
across Luzon. One of our cargadores be- 
comes ili and we try in vain-in the rain to 


get a substitute from Ambayoan, while na- 
tive boys gather about and shiver and shake 
with cold and wet. A drink of brandy and 
the cargadore resumes his load and is soon 
out of sight with the others. 

Steadily up we climb, now riding, now 
walking. but always up, winding in and out, 
the wind and rain and cloud driving through 
the gorges. Now we are in the pines again, 
with the wind singing and sighing in their 
tops. At 9:30 we cross over to the north 
side of a spur and the scene at once changes 
—a gray, green, mossy forest, with an im- 
penetrable jungle of vines, creepers, and 
dainty orchids, and great clusters of red- 
berries, and huge masses of scariet, crim- 
son, and pink flowers, and smal) ferns of 
delicate stem and larger ferns of rank 
growth, and huge, stately tree ferns, and 
the intensity of all.this increases step by 
step and the beauty of it all holds one en- 
raptured, and the rain continues to increase 
fu violence, and the wind rages higher and 
higher in its fury, and the trail runs a river 
of water. P 

At 11 o'clock we are at the gap in thecrest 
of Polis mountain, 7,000 feet above the sea, 
having traversed over 3,500 feet of elevation 
from the little bridge over the river. The 
wind now is a gale, the rain blinding. I had 
heard much of bagios. They often last for 
days, even weeks. This isa bagio. I wanted 
to see one—con eso me baste. 


Rest in Horse Quarters. 

We halt in the shelter of some horse stalls, 
which, with a rest house nearby, were built 
for Secretary Worcester and his party when 
they passed this,.way a few months ago. 
The rest house has a leaky roof and is more 
exposed to the fury of the gale, while the 
roof of the shed turns the water. We have 
great trouble in getting a fire started, for we 
are wet and stiff and there is no dry wood 
in sight. Our cargadores shiver with the 
cold. At last we succeed in getting a fire 
and coffee is ready. 

At 12:30 we begin the eighteen mile descent 
to Banavt by a fine new trail, never over 6 
per cent grade. But the chief question with 
us now is: is the trail still there or have 
landslides carried it away! Around a sharp 
corner and the gale threatens to blow us 
from our horses. On we go for nine miles, 
always winding along the mountainside, 
weaving in and out, following its sinuosities— 
always through the splendid forest—and the 
storm and the driving rain. Thrice are we 
compelled to dismount and drag our ponies 
over great landslides which have completely 


tree which had fallen on the trail. Con- 
Stantly we pass by the side of young Niag- 
aras, often in or under them, always in dan- 
ger of earth or rock under our feet giving 
Way and precipitating us into the great deep 
chasm at our side or of a slide from abov 
Sweeping us off into glory below. — 

Only once do we get a glimpse of the vast 
sea of mountains, which extend one range 
behind another far into the east, diminishing 
gradually as they approach the wide Caga- 
yan valley. Our trail is wet but good and 
We hurry along. Here and there we pass on 
the side of the trail little land crabs hustling 
about, making hay while the sun does not 
shine, and great earth worms as big as one’s 
Ginger and a foot and a half long.

Fitting Garment 

In cutting away material in the fitting do 
not throw any one of these points out of a 
straight line or an ill balanced shirt waist 
will be the result. In making a shirt waist 
like the one illustrated first run in the tuck 
on the shoulder in the back and front, follow- 
ing the perforations in the pattern and pay- 
ing strict attention to notches in putting it 
together. In fitting a plain shirt waist fasten 
a strip of muslin an inch wide around the 
waist on the outside of the shirt waist to hold 
it in place, 

For the first fitting always try on the shirt 
waist wrong side out—the rough edges of the 
basted seams on the outside. If the shirt 
waist is too full at the under arm work out 
the material at the under arm seam, fitting 
it smooth at this point and not attempting, as 
is so often done, to draw fullness which 
should really be taken out at the under arm 
into gathers at the front. Remember that 
the fullness in both front and back should al- 
ways be drawn in as straight a line as poss!i- 
ble from the shouiders to the waist line, to 
give a square look. 

Should you find there is more fullness in the 
waist than can be fitted away at the under 
arm seam 4 dart plait may be used at the 
side front in line with th tuck or plait at the 
shoulder.

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Many a woman who would like to own a 
variety of dainty wash dresses is deterred by 
the difficulties to me met in the laundering 
of them. Much of this trouble comes from 
improperly made starch. 

To get the best results dissolve the starch In 
a little cold water containing a small amount 
of bluing, pour on the boiling water, stirring 
well to prevent lumps, and let boil thor- 
oughly before removing from the fire. Add 
a few drops of kerosene before using. Do 
not make the mistake of having the starch 
too thick. Thin starch is bore easily handled 
and makes the clothes look better. 

Be sure that all parts of starched clothes 
are thoroughly dry before taking off the line 
to dampen. Otherwise the starch will stick 
to the iron. 

There is a knack In sprinkling clothes even- 
ly and getting them damp enough but not too 
damp. If the clothes are too damp they re- 
quire a much longer time to iron and the 
results are not so good,

Rust Stains. 

Whiie wash dresses are often marred by 
rust stains caused by sending them to the 
laundry without rippi off the hooks and 
eyes or ‘snap hooks If they are sewed on 
strips of strong tape, it is but the work ofa 
minute to baste them in the skirt plackets 
after the dress is home from the laundry, or 
to rip out the tapes when the dress has to 
be sent to the laundry. 


“Scalloped Chicken. 


Cut some raw potatoes into baHs, or, if you 
have no French vegetable knife, cut them 
into uniform rectangular pieces. Parboil for 
ten minutes in salted water. Take about the 
same quantity of cold chicken, cut in small 


chicken water (obtained by stewing the bones 
and renmants) with corn starch mixed 
smoothly with hot butter. Use milk if you 
have not sufficient liquor. To one pint of 
liquor add one egg beaten, and season to 
taste. Put a layer of meat in a baking dish, 
then @ layer of potatoes, then sauce to cover 
them, another layer of each, and cover with 
cracker crumbs moistened in melted butter.

And we, sorry looking creatures, wet 
and mud bespattered, are hustled within, rid 
ourselves of our fou) clothes, bathe in clear 
cold water piped down from the hills, and don 
the clean white garments which are freely 
offered us, for our cargadores are not yet 
arrived. 

Well, it is a jolly crowd, for we are six 
Ameritanos, all told; and the dinner is amaz- 
ingly abundant and good. At 8 o’clock the 
baggage arrives, and a sorry mess it is, for 
it has been in the rain thirty-six hours and 
it has rested in running water innumerable 


times.

|| NOTRE DAME HAS 
CORKING ELEVEN 


Strongest Team in Its History 


May Be Turned Out by 
Coach Longman. 


Grapplers Seen by Eckersall 
This Season. 


BY WALTER H. ECKERSALL. 
Notre Dame, -Ind., Oct. 12.—[Special.]— 
With the best material in the state Notre 
Dame should have one of the strongest foot- 
ball teams in its history. 

Coach Longman, the former Michigan star, 

has twelve players back in college this fall 
who won their letters through meritorious 
work on the gridiron last season. In addition 
to this most valuable asset Longman has 
three other players eligible for this year’s 
team who just fell short of winning the foot- 
ball rewards last year. These men are put- 
ting up a hard fight to displace some of the 
veterans this year. 
Although Longman never had any actual 
experience tinder the new rules, he is one of 
the few coaches who played under the old 
régime who bids fair to win success as a 
coach in the new. “ Pepper’’ Longman, as 
he is known here, was one of the best backs 
Michigan had*@ver had, and he certainly 
possesses the happy faculty of imparting his 
football knowledge to his charges. 


Players on Jump.Continually. 


Today he kept the players on the jump 
continually, and the way they worked the 
puzzling looking formations augurs well for 
their success this season. The Players are 
driven fast and hard and made to perform 
their parts in every formation. Longman is 
a stickler for concentrated attacks. and on 
every line plunge or drive off the tackles two 
or three men are bucki4i on to the runner, 
rendering assistance in some way. ' 
Notre Dame has three big games and each 
is held of equal importance. Naturally 
Longman wants to beat Michigan, his alma 
mater, and he is pointing his team to this 
struggle. Marquette and Michigan Agri- 
cultural colleges are the ones which must be 
beaten to satisfy the studenis. 

Despite the elements a large crowd of priests 
and students stood on the sidelines watching the 
team go through its various maneuvers. This 
assemblage cheered the good plays and looked dis- 
appointed whenever a forward pass or onside kick 
went wrong. This sort of support spurred the team 
on to greater efforts and it went through and 
around the scrub eleven at will. 

Longman is hancicapped in the development of 
his team by two things. He has not a strong 
enough scrub team to press the varsity and a ma- 
foritv of his plavers have to report at 4-20 clases. 
The latter obstacle is the worst, for the men do not 
report until 3 o’clock and this gives him only ea 
short time to work with his full team. However. he 
is making the most of the situation and already 
has a good team despite the handicap. 

Capt. Edwards, left guard. is one of the best 
linemen in the state. He is a short, stock!ily bufit 
player with plenty of fight and determination in his 
makeup which always has been a strong char- 
acteristic of the teams here. Edwards possesses 
remarkable ability In getting down the field under 
kicks and is one of the most deadly open field 
tacklers seen this year He never fails to leave his 
feet for a runner and in today’s workout he severe- 
ly injured a member of the second team by a hard 
low tackle. 


Edwards Is Right Stripe. 


He possesses good qualities for a leader and knows 
the rules thoroughly. a thing which most captains 
do not think it necessary to become famiMar with. 
Edwards’ charging and blocking in today’s scrim- 
mage. or ‘‘ labratory,’" as Longman calls it. was 
pretty to watch Although his opponent was vastly 
his Inferior. one could tell by the manner in which 
he went about certain things that he was on tohis 
ob. 

Dolan. who played such a strong game last year 
at tackle, has been shifted to guard. just what 
caused the coach to make the change no one seems 
to know... Longman asserts Dolan is slowing up 
and that Dimmick., his successor. Is a much better 
all round player. If Dolan plays up to last year’s 
form it would not be at al! surprising to see him 
shifted back to his old position. Heisa hard. con- 
scientious player and knows football thoroughly. 
On the defense he pulls out of the line and agsists 
the secondary defense on stopping forward passes 
and end runs 

Lynch, center, is a strong, powerful player. He 
follows the ball continugailv ard his paesing is all 
that coul& be asked for. He is fast and shifty fora 
big man and isin the game all the time. 

In Dimmick, Longman believes he has a better 
tackle than Joe Maddock was when the latter was 
in his prime and played havoc with other team 
plays. It will be remembered thet Maddock played 
of the Michigan teams of 1901, '02, and 04. when 
the Wolverine institution was represented by the 
most powerful football machines on the western 
gridiron. Longman claims Dimmick has all of 
Maddock’s strong points and a lot more besides. 


Philbrook Is a “‘Comer.” 


Philbrook. the other great tackle. although in- 
experienced, has the making of a brilliant player. 
He is fast and aggressive and charges bard and 
low His only weakness displayed this afternoon 
being that he did not vary his methe@ of attack. but 
charged to the inside most of the time. In today’s 
scrimmage he did the kicking off and never failed 
to kick over the goal line. He is a promising 
player, and should develop as the season wears on 
Collins and Matthews. ends, are strong players. 
and should be able to take care of their positions 
under any conditions. The former is disabled at 
present with a bad foot and could not play his 
best today, but his actions and movements were 
enough to warrant the opinion that he ig a good 
man. 

Hamilton. because of his brilliant open field run- 
ning and ability to get results out of the team has 
the first claim on the quarter back position. In the 
open he is an elusive runner and hard to tackle. 
possessing the side step dodge which characterized 
Steffens’ work in the open last season. He throws 
the ball well on forward passes and generally picks 
out the right man to throw it to. 

Dwyer is a nable substitute and if not used at 
quarter will be sent in at half back. He is a dash- 
ing player with a lot of grit and nerve in his 
makeup. 

‘* Red ’’ Miller surely will play one of the halves. 
He was picked for the all-state team for the last 
two years and bids fair to make the honored eleven 
this season. He is fast, picks openings well, and 
helps greatly in the interference. He is a power 
on the defense. Ryan and Schmitt are putting up 
a keen fight for the other position. Both are aver- 
age players, but not in a class with Miller. 
Vaughan has full back to himself; a grand line 
plunger, strong in the defense, he has all the requi- 
sites for the position. Other men of promise are 
Glynn, Kelly, Ennis. Roth, and Duffy. Generally 
speaking, Notre Dame has grand prospects, and, 
barring accidents, a successful season should be

JANITORS IN THE SCHOOLS 
MORE ATTENTIVE TO DUTY. 


Inspection by Officers of Board of Bd- 
ucation Causes Better Care to Be 
Taken of Buildings. 


Improved conditions in the public schoo! 
buildings of Chicago within the last few 
weeks have resulted from visits of inspec- 
tion made by President Urion, Vice Presi- 
dent Blackwood, and Architect Perkins of 
the board of education. 

* We have visited practically all the schools 
of the northwest side,’’ said Dr. Blackwood. 
‘‘In some of them we found the janitors a 
bit careless and advised them that better 
work Would be expected if they were to hold 
their positions. The improvement was im- 
mediate and noticeable.’’ 

Suggestions for a number of important 
changes in the school curriculum, made by 
Supt. Young, will receive the approval of the 
school management committee at its meet- 
ing on Friday. 

‘We believe Mrs. Young is a superin- 
tendent of schools who is perfectly capable 
of conducting educational matters,” said 
President Urion. ‘‘ The measures she has 
proposed undoubtedly will be approved by 
the committee and recommended to the 
board of education for adoption.”’ 

The schools were closed yesterday on ac- 
count of Columbus day, a legal holiday. No 
especial exercises were held because of late- 
ness in sending out notices from the superin- 
tendent’s office.
